1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 10/13/2009 has been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 10/13/2009 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 23-45 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Solomon et al., WO 98/31739 (hereinafter 
"Solomon") is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 23-45 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is Solomon. Solomon describes a method for preparing 
microgels using a composition including a mono ethylenically 
unsaturated monomer, a multi-ethylenically unsaturated monomer, 
a source of free radicals (AIBN) and an alkoxyamine as control 
agents. See Solomon, page 2, lines 3-25; Example. The present 
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invention differs from Solomon in that the present invention 
requires a polymer comprising one or more thiocarbonylthio 
groups . 

6. As of the date of this Notice of Allowability, the Examiner 
has not located or identified any reference that can be used 
singularly or in combination with another reference including 
Solomon to render the present invention anticipated or obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art.
